Officer's Dramatic Discoveries— 
Where No White Has Ever Beeii. 
Some interesting particulars of the 

new trunk railway, the construction 

ef which will form oae of the most 
important features of Sir Frederick 

J ugard’s administration of Federated 

Nigeria are given by Reuter’s 

Agency. 

The chance discovery of Port Har- 
eourt, the coast terminus of the line, 
by Lieut. Hughes, R.N.R., the com- ° 
mander of the Government yacht Ivy, 
Was made under dramatic circum- 
etances, and the fact that the project- 
ed railway will cut through the very | 
heart of the mysterious and almost 
unknown centres of the strongest 
f-rm. of juju and fetish worship 
should provide incidents which, as 
construction advances, will prove not 
less exciting than those which attend- 
ed the building of the Uganda Rail- 
way. 

The whole line, which will be 650 
miles in length, of the standard Afri- 
can gauge, is estimated to eost £3,- 
000,000, and to occupy four or five 
years in construction. 

For years past attention has been 
directed to the necessity for opening 
up a part of Africa which {fs not only 
the most thickly populated region on 
the continent, but also include: the 
richest palm oil belt in the world, and 
after the discovery of a coal-fleld at 
Udi extending for over a thousand 
square miles and yielding coal show- 
ing 75 per cent. of the Valuo of the 
best Welsh coal, the, queBtion of a 
railway became more pressing. 

Recently Lieut. Hughes found a 
hitherto uncharted creek which to the 
surprise of all showed a depth of 60 
feet of water along-side a precipi- 
tous cliff 45 fect high, a condition of 
things unknown anywhere between 
Sierra Leone and the Congo. 

On this discovery being reported, 
the governor, in March last, commis- 
sioned the Director of Railways and 
the Director of Marine to investigate 
the matter, and as a result it was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mat channel of 
the Bonny River. 

A remarkable serics of cNffs ex- 
tending for three-quarters of a mile 
and averaging 45 feet above high 
water was discovered among the 
swamps. Opposite these cliffs sound- 
ings showed a cepth of 70 feet of 
water. Armed with machetes, the 
Director of Railways, the Director of 
Marine, and the commander of the 
Ivy landed, and by means of a rope 
ascended the :liffs and cut throuzh a 
section of aimost impenetrable 
growth twelve fect in height. 

Lieut. Hughes then ascended a tree 
to view the country. A few pcople 
were met, and it was discovered ‘hat 
ne white man had been there before, 
Further investigation showed that 
the general conditions of the place 
were such as had never been hoped 
for on the West African coast, and 
the spot has been called Port Har- 
court and selected as the terminus of 
the railway.

He 
secks out the nests and injects into 
them a solution of cyanide of potas- 
sium, and altogether over 200 nests 
have been thus destroyed by Mr. 
Peck, who hag accounted for some- 
thing like 8,000 queen wasps. In 
addition to tte havoc which they 
bring about in the orchards, wasps 
also do great damage in the apiaries, 
and this season they have proved 
more destructive to bees than ever, 
‘he value, therefore, of such ener- 
getic measures as these described can 
be realized when it ts understood 
that Messrs. Chivers are probably the 
largest bee farmers in the country, 
the bees, of course, being sept to ter- 
tilize the fruit trees ip their extea- 
sive orchards,

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CONVICTS AS HEROES. 


When Danger Threatens They Often 
Distinguished Themselves.

They worked so well that they got 
the flames under, but some were 80 } 
exhausted that they had to be helped 
back to their cells.

“Again ‘in February, 1895, the 
wash-house at. .Dartmoor prison 
caught fire, but thanks to the splen- 
did conduct of the prisoners’’-—as | 
the governor wrote.in his report— 
the flames were got under before 
serious damage was done. 

On March 16th, 1891, there fell 
upon the south of England the worst 
blizzard of snow ever recorded. On 
the heights of Dartmoor the gale 
raged furiously for three days, the 
eold was terrible, the drifts were 
piled forty feet deep, and did not 
melt until the following June. 

On the 13th the sheep began to 
die. ‘Two prisoners asked to see the 


‘governor, and volunteered to lead a 


party to rescue the poor creatures. 
Some forty convicts joined them, and 
armed with shovels cut their way 
through the buge drifts amid the 
stinging ice blast, and succeeded at 
great risk to themselves in rescuing 
nearly all the flock. 

Many a convict bas risked his life 
in helping a warder attacked by’ 
some prisoner who has suddenly 
run amok. At Portland, some few 
years ago, was a man whom we will 
call i’‘homson, who was noted and 
feared for his mad fits of rage. 

He had already got into trouble 
for throwing .a bath plug at the 
governor, and for attempting to as- 
sault a warder with his own baton. 
On the latter occasion it took three 
warders to get him down. 

One day, one of the principal war- 
ders was quietly going his afternoon 
rounds, and presently entered the 
laundry where Thomson was at 
work. Without the slightest warn- 
ing, ‘Thomson sprang upon him like 
a maniac and hit him over the head 
with a heavy tron spanner.

Emblem of Anti-tuberculosis Workers 
All Over the World. 

The double red cross, the symbol of 
the war against tuberculosis, was first 
adopted as the symbol of the Internn- 
tional Anti-tuberculosis association iu 
Berlin in October, 1902. ‘he proposer 
of the symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
Paris, who is now associated secretary 
of L’Association Centrale Vrancaise 
Contre la Tuberculose. 

‘Today the emblem is being used by 
anti-tuberculosis workers in every part 
of the world, even in Iceland, India, 
South Africa, Labrador, Japan, China 
and the Philippines. ‘The double red 
cross is similar in shape to 2 cross 
used frequently in the Greek Catholic 
churches and also to the Lorraine cross 
All of the urms of the 
cross are pointed, the two cross arms 
being of the same length. The width 
of the cross is taken as the unit in de- 
termiving the proportions. The length 
of the lower arm is seven units, the 
arms are three units on either side, the 
point above the arms two and a half 
between the 
balf units, These 
measurements hold good for any size. 

In the United States over 1,200 anti 
tuberculosis associations and cominlt 
tees, nearly 550 sanitariums and hos: 
pitals, 400 dispensaries and about 20d 
open air schools, besides a number of 
other organizations, are using the dou- 
ble red cross as their emblem. Wher:

~ Globe is Subjected 

When the stairs creak and the fur- 
Niture gives out mysterious crackling 
sounds at night we sometimes sit up 
in bed and wonder if there is a burg- 
lar about, but it doesn’t occur to us 
that what we really hear’ is an earth: 
quake on a small scale, The night 
air has caused the wood to contract 
with a snap, thus accounting for the 
alarming sounds. This is just exactly 
what the earth is doing periodically. 
To a microbé, reposing on the polish- 
ed surface of the table, this disturb- 
ance {fs probably as violent as an 
earthquake ig to a human being. 

An oarthquake is a terrible thing. 
It comes without warning, It is over 
before one knows which way to fly, 
and its fury can be abated by no 
man, 

Yet to the geologist earthquakes are 
only symptoms. They are not causes 
so much as results—results of great 


that cause slippings and slidings from 
time to time. If the rocks on the 
shell of the earth slip and grate 
against each other so much as an‘inch 
along a fissure ten miles in length a

An Aeroplane Compass. 

A compass has now been tnade for 
aeroplane pilots that will automatical- 
ly make the necessary allowance for 
the side drift of the machine. An 
acroplane flying across the wind may 
drift to one side as much as twenty 
miles in an hour’s flight, so that in 
such a wind an ordinary compass 
wonld be useless, whilo the standard 
methods of a ship's captain for calcu- 
lating and allowing for the drift are 
oardly practical for an alrsbip. ‘I'be 
oew compass has a transparent-bot- 
tom, so that the aviator can see the 
earth below through ft. On starting 
tls flight be sets an arrow to the dl- 
tection he wishes to go and then 
watches to seo if objects on the carth 
move parallel to the arrow or go across 
It diagonally. [If they move parallel 
the arrow {s correctly poloted, and he 
knows there Is no side drift. If the 
objects on the earth go across ding-

Cutting Iron Under Water. 

A German tnvyentor has made on 
oxyhydrogen burner that cuts metals 
ander water. Hitherto this has been 
a difficult thing to accomplish. Most 
fron cutting tools work very slowly 
and unsatisfactorily under water, and 
the oxyhydrogen flame In tbe ordinary 
burner {s immediately extinguished 
when immersed. In the new apparatus 
the burner Is protected by a bell shap- 
ed metal hood. A powerful jet of 
compressed air keeps water out and 
effectually protects the gas orifice. 
Bixteen feet below the surface of the 
water the burner has cut through a 
bar of fron two and one-half inches 
square {in thirty seconds. It can ciuta 
twelve inch slot In a three quarter 
Inch plate In one and a half minutes. 
The burner should be useful to divers 
for cutting fron and steel In wrecks, 
for removing rivets, boring holes and 
other submarine work. 


PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Dressing Wounds. 

For either moist or dry dress: 
Ings for wounds glucuse may be 
used. For the former the sur- 
face of the wound Is Orst thor 
oughly cleaned with sterilized 
cotton swabs moistened with a 
4.8 solution of glucose in water 
This forms an Ssotonic saccha- 
rino “serum.” It ts then cover 
ed with dressing soaked In the 
solution, which 1s secured In the 
usual manner witb sterile wool 
and bandages. Il‘or the dry 
dressing powdered glucose ts 
dusted over the ‘surface of the 
wound. tn some few cases this 
{s painful, although the molst 
dressings occasion no pain. The 
dressings are renewed every day 
for infected wounds and tbor 
oughly clednsed at each dressing. 
When nearly disinfected the 
dressing Is changed only on al- 
ternate days and then Iess fro- 
quently as heallng progresses. 
Glucose appears to favor granu 
lation and cicatrization.

would go to this cave and shut them- 
selves In. 

A cousiderable proportion of deaths 
in coal mine disasters is due to the 
ufter effects of an explosion rather 
; (han to the explosion itself, and often 
the miners have lived for bours or 
even days before they suffocated. The 
caves would serve under similar con- 
ditions, - 

Air would lave to be supplied ip the 
| caves, and this could be done either by 
{ Small boreholes to the surface, such as 
{are not uncommon in coal mines, or 
| by pipe Iines—built so as to be explo- 
sion proof—running through the mine 
passages. ‘The cave connected with 
the surface by a borehole could be sup- 
piled with air freely and kept {p touch 
! with the surface by a telephone. and 
foed could be seut down through the 
hole. 

A cave connected by a_ conduit 
through the mine could also have tele- 
| phonic communication with the sur- 
| face, but it would be necessary tn this 
caso to keep a quantity of concentrat- 
| ed food and some water stored in the 
chamber. Suppltes of medical first ald 
materlals and a pulmotor for reviving 
ininers overcome by gases could also 
be kept in the cave to advantage-»
